Is it to retain the tradition under 
which it has reached such eminence 
as the finest country house club in 
existence or, in the words of one of 
ita members, “is it to degenerate ta 
something little better than one of 
the road houses so popular in the 
United States: for the purpose of 


which ‘owns it?” 
For years Ranelagh was honour- 
ed by the King’s patronage. That 


member of the Royal Family has 
severed connection with the club. 
The royal members included the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of York 
(who was chairman of the general 
committee), the Duke of Gloucester, 
Prince George; and the Duke of 


Sir George Hastings, who has 
strongly commented. on certain de- 
velopments at the clu, has ceased 
to be chairman, though he remains 
a director.

Other resignations have also
